ca bill to amend the Control of Manu- 


facturers Act was under consideration 

at a largely attended meeting of the 
members of the Federation of Saorstat 
Industries, Ltd., in the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday. The view was expressed 
by some members that the bill did not go 
far enough, and that it should be retrospec- 
tive: but, after discussion, a resolution was 
passed unanimously welcoming the bill “ as 


H a distinct advance on the road to national 
é industrial advancement,” and recognising 
: that, while the bill did not go far enough, 


it was a serious effort to retain the control 
of industrial development in this country in 
the hands of Saorstat nationals. 
Mr. D. J. O’Donohoe, Chairman, who pre- 
i sided. said at, the outset of the proceedings 
that if the Federation was to have any hile 
its members must hold general meetings 
periodically. The principal resolution before 
the meeting was an amendment to the Con- 
trol of Manufacturers Bill, 1932. That 
amendment marked the success of the con- 
i tinued efforts of the Council to remedy the 
shortcomings of the bill. 


SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

. The Secretary's report (read by Mr. 
Mathew Butler) stated that it was hearten- 
ing to have to report that the majority of 
Saorstat manufacturers desired to retain con- 
trol of the industries of the nation, and the 
Federation now included a majority of such 
manufacturers among its members. Since 
the annual general meeting in January, 
1934, the increase in membership had been 
62 per cent over what it stood at that date, 
arid every successive month showed a 
steadily increasing membership roll. The 
Council would not, however, be satisfied until 
every factory owned and controlled nationally 
was given an opportunity of partaking of 
the benefits which membership of the Federa- 
tion conferred. 

It woyld be impossible in a short report to 
give a detailed account of the many and 
various efforts made by the Council on behalf 
of national manufacturers. In this matter 
the specially favoured position the Council 
occupied as an advisory body to the Depart- 
"ment of Industry and Commerce had been 

. of inestimable advantage. The Council de- 
& sired to place on record their appreciation of

‘ | the efforts made, by Mr. J. B. Connell, of

INTERVIEW WITH MINISTER. 
The Council had been constantly agitating

LL modelled and made snitable for industrial ac- 
Pil tivities; a grading of the incidence of income

NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT. 

; The Council had been for some time en- 
| i gaged in an effort to organise two of the 
i, of industries of the State. so that future de- 
Fá velopment and control of these industries 
would vemain in the hands of nationals. It was 
brought forcibly to the notice of the Council 
that, unless some such organised effort was 
made, the danger of the leadership and further 
development of these industries passing into 
alien hands was very real, and suitable action 
was promptly taken. It was anticipated that 
these efforts would be crowned with success 
in the near future. The Council visualise 
that there might be other native industries 


) where, in their own interests, it might 
be necessary to organise a planned 
national developmert, so as to ensure 


that their future control and development will 
remain in the hands of nationals. To carry 
out this work effectually it is necessary that

In addition, your Council is continuously 
and constantly engaged with various Go- 
vernment departments regarding the protec- 
tion of various industries from the attacks 
of foreign aggression by dumping, the eva- 
sion of protective duties or squeezing out the 
rative manufacturer by under-cutting. Many 
questions raised in connection with these 
cases were‘ highly involved and prolonged 
negotiations result; in other cases the matters 
were satisfactorily settled in a reasonable 
period. 


THE NEW BILL. 

Throughout all this work the Council main- 
tained a continual -pressure on the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce to rectify 
‘a the many, and in some cases glaring, defects 
ie > | of the Control of Manufactures Act, 1932.

Supporting the resolution he said he knew 
the objections, criticisms and disappointments 
in the minds of manufacturers in considerin 
this bill. In the first place there was genera 
disappointment that the Amending Bill had 
been delayed until a large number of non- 
national interests had secured themselves. 
in the country’s industries. There was. 


not retrospective in its provisions, compellin 
such firms to comply with it in a given period. 
While they were satisfied with the two-third 
voting power held by nationals, they felt that 
the same proportion should apply to directors. 

There was also the position of manufacturers 
regarding reserved commodities. The Federa- 
tion’ wanted compensation for any manufac- 
turer who might be closed down in the crea- 
tion of a monopely, and while they fully 
agreed that certain commodities could only 
be economically produced by such reservation 
they were not all agreed that the decision as 
to reservations should lie with the Executive. 


BILL AS A BARRIER. 

The Council had discussed all those points 
in the interests of manufacturers with the 
Minister, and also with the Opposition in the 
Dail, and had put forward. suggestions to 
remedy admitted grievances; but there was 
a certain reluctance on the part of both 
parties to embark on retrospective legislation 
if it could be avoided. His own impression 
was that they could compel many concerns 
to comply with the Act voluntarily if pre- 
ferential treatment in taxation was given to 
national concerns. 

Their Council had considered the bill in all 
its details, and, notwithstanding all its Jimita- 
tions, welcomed it as a measure that would he 
far-reaching on their future industrial develop- 
ment. It would set up a barrier against 
further penetration of non-national interests, 
and, whilst regretting lost opportunities, they 
were satisfied 1t would stimulate native enter- 
prise in the future. They had made an 
attempt to unite the two great parties in the 
State to pass the measure, to amend it, and 
make it more acceptable to manufacturers if 
possible, but at least to pass it without any 
modification in national control. 

If their efforts in that respect succeeded 
they would not only have served their own in- 
terests, but would have done a good day’s 
work for the country in showing that party 
differences would not be allowed to stand in 
the way of national industrial advangement. 
They believed that in process of time national 
control «would dominate in their industries ; 
that industrial development carried on on 
national lines would give unlimited oppor- 
tunities to home investors to compensate for 
the disappointment of the past. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR IRELAND. 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, seconding the resolution 
said it would have been a good thing for the 
country if this bill had been placed on the 
Statute Book eight or nine years ago instead 
of to-day. In the meantime much of the 
ground which rightly belonged to their own 
countrymen had been grabbed up by aliens 
before their countrymen had got into their 
stride—aliens had seen the light and had 
jumped the claims. It was the intention of 
some of them to make the facts of that claim- 
jumping fully known to the Irish people, so 
that a rectification might be brought about. 
He ventured to predict that within six years 
from now practically the entire available 
potential industrial field would have found an 
owner. Elsewhere attempts were being made 
to belittle the progress Leing made by this 
country, but their progress was solid and 
growing, and while many yet failed to realise 


the growth of that progress, it was 
one of the greatest things that had 
happened in this island since Grattan’s 


Parliament. Ireland to-day afforded greater 
opportunities to her sons and daughters 
than any other country, The bill they were 
discussing went a long way to meet their re- 
quirements, and there was no use cavilling at 
certain sections of it. He personally endorsed 
every line of it. He was pleased that they 
had reached the stage of industrial. develop- 
ment where every political party that counted 
in the country was prepared to put its shoulder 
to the whee! to. push in industrial develop- 
am That was & great advance in their 
ime, 

Mr. R. T. Varian said that the leading in- 
dustrial firms were now being better supported 
financially by the public than they sae to be. 
The ordinary spadework of exposing breaches 
of the new Act should be done by Govern- 
ment officials, and not left to the public. 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield suggested that they 
should have a street pageant. of Irish in- 
dustries next year. he Amendment Bill 
did not call for any hostile criticism. It 
was one of the things they welcomed and did 
not criticise, 

Mr, W. Lamb said that the bill did not 
go far enough. He would like to see it made 
retrospective, at least to the date of the 
1932 Act. 


SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS. 

Mr. Andrew J. Doyle said he would like 
to move an amendment that the Federation 
was not satisfied with the bill unless it was 
inade retrospective at least to 1932. 

Mr. J. Milroy said that whether or not 
their own grievances were met, they wanted 
the bill as it was. They had met the 
Minister and the Opposition Party, and had 

ut the manufacturers’ grievances that the 

ill was not retrospective, but neither were 
prepared at tho moment to embark on re- 
trospective legislation. They had asked the 
Minister and the Opposition Party to amend 
the bil) but even in its present state, if 
passed, it would confer a great boon to 
manufacturers. He appealed to the meeting 
to leave the matter in the hands of the 
Council. 1t would not do to let it go from 
that meeting that they were dissatisfied with 
the bill—there was much in the measure that 
it would be foolish not to accept. 

r, J. J. Walsh said they were prepared 
to recognise any firm operating ia this 
country prior to 1925, when the first tariffs 
were imposed, as an Irish firm without any 
limitations whatever. Those firms who had 
stood the hardships and trials of an unpro- 
tected market ir the past, even though they 
were aliens, were entitled to the same con- 
sideration as ., 100 per cent. Irish firm. The 
others that came in here only after they had 
been given no alternative, and when the 
Irish people had devnonstrated to an alien 
Government their determination to control 
their own affairs, should be brought within 
the scope of this bill. i 

Mr. A. Doyle said he was in favour of 
the resolution provided they had an adden- 
dum providing for directorial control by 
Saorstat nationals, arid bringing within the 
scope of the bill all manufacturing concerns 
established ir, the Saovstat since 1925. 

Mr. J. J. Halpin thought that they ought 
not go beyond the resolution proposed. These 
were questions that. would want very close 
examination, and they should leave them in 
the hands of the Council. 

The Chairman said that they were making 
out a case on both these matters for pre- 
sentation to the Minister. 

Mr. Doyle said that in view of what the 
Chairman now said he would withdraw his 
addendum. 

The original resolution was carried unani- 
mously, and the meeting terminated.

PROVISIONS AGAINST 
SALE TO FOREIGNERS.

N accordance with the statement made by 

. Mr. Runciman (President of the Board 
of Trade) in the House of Commons last 
Tuesday night, a White Paper giving 

articulars of the Government's scheme 

or ‘the scrapping and re-building, or 
modernising, of British cargo ships was 
issued last night. . 

The scheme, says the White Paper, con- 
templates that financial assistance would 
be granted to British owners to enable 
them to build new United Kingdom 
tonnage, or to modernise existing United 
Kingdom tonnage, on condition that they 
scrapped not less than three times as much 
United Kingdom tonnage of the same 
general character. The modernising of an 
existing United’ Kingdom ship would 
entitle the owner to the same benefits on 
the same conditions as would apply to the 
building of a new ship. . 

The scheme would be administered by 
an expert advisory committee. 

The scheme would not apply, either in 
respect of the ships to be built, or to be 
modernised, or to be scrapped, to ships 
carrying more than twelve passengers, 
ships with a substantial amount of re- 
frigerated cargo space, tankers, ships 
solely engaged in the coastwise trade, and 
mi | liners engaged in the short-sea 
trades. 

The scheme would apply to the classes 
of tonnage known as the United Kingdom 
tramp ships and the l7nited Kingdom 
eneral cargo liners, with the exceptions 
indicated above. 

Applicants would have to show that more 
than half the property in the vessels to be 
scrapped was in British ownership on 
March 31, 1934. 

The White Paper also states that the 
scheme would not apply to ships to be 


built or modernised in shipyards in 
Northern Ireland, since Government 
assistance is available there under the 


Loans Guarantee (Northern Irelan ) Act. 
TREASURY LOANS. 


Financial assistance will be given in the 
form of loans advanced or guaranteed by 
the Treasury. The rate of interest would 
not exceed three per cent. The loans 
would be repayable within a period of 
twelve years. 

It is added that the loan would be 
secured by a first mortgage on the ship to 
be built or modernised. . 

Scrapping would bé carried out in the 
United Kingdom, except in cases in which 
the Committee approved other arrange- 
ments. Ship-owners would be required to 
give satisfactory guarantees that ships to 
be sold to foreign purchasers for scrapping 
abroad would not be used by the purchasers 
for trading before they were scrapped. 

‘“ Ships earmarked for scrapping in this 
country could only be used for trading with 
the approval of the Committee, the inten- 
tion being that such ships should cease 
trading before the new or modernised ship 
was operating. 

“ Shipowners would be required to give 
satisfactory guarantees not to sell to 
foreign purchasers ships which had received 
assistance until the mortgage had been paid 
off. The sale of such his 
owners would be subject to the prior con- 
sent of the Committee.’’

SUBSIDISED RIVALS MUST 
BE FOUGHT. 


Lord Runciman gave a luncheon on his 
yacht Sunbeam the Second, in Blyth 
Harbour yesterday, to mark his eighty- 
seventh birthday. 

In the course of a speech, he said :—One 
of the most remarkable incidents in regard 
to the Government’s proposed subsidy to 
ordinary cargo-boat owners concerns a 
group who profess to be dismayed, and who 
have been snubbed by The Times for their 
hurry in announcing before examination 
what the proposals of the Government 
were. The tone of their letter seems to be 
indicative of intelligence, with an abund- 
ance of impudence. 

I have always been against subsidies 
of any kind, They are not sound finance, 
to begin with; but, if foreign Govern- 
ments are going to subsidise their mer- 
cantile fleets against us, then I say we 
will have to fight them with not only the 


that will evolve from their ill-advised 
policy of wishing to crush our mercantile 
marine off the sea. That can never be 
done. It has been tried before, over afid 
over again. We are essentially a mercan- 
tile nation; it is in our blood. The 
Powers that are up against us are not 
mercantile, and that is the reason that 
they have introduced methods to build 
their mercantile marine on fictitious 
lines.

CIVIL SERVICE 
COMMISSION. 


STATUS OF POSTMASTERS. 


The Civil Service Commission resumed its 
sitting in the Boardroom of the Department 


| of Agriculture yesterday, when Messrs. E. J. 


King (Kilkenny) and P, J. Timoney (Long- 
ford) continued their evidence on behalf of the 
Postmasters’ Association. 

In reply to the chairman (Mr. P. J. 
Brennan), Mr. King said there would be a 
very small number of people in pre-War days 
having a higher salary than a postmaster, but 
that to-day the number of people with higher 
salaries than the local postmaster was about 
three times as great. 

In further evidence submitted by the 
witnesses, it was stated that the use of units 
of work as the sole determining factor in the 
assessment of classification of offices was 
obviously a haphazard and narrow basis, and 
resulted in anomalies and injustices that had 
the effect of intensifying in many cases the 
burden of under-payment from which all post- 
masters suffered. - 


BASIS OF WORK. 

Under the revision of 1924, it was ex: 
plained, the system of assessi 
salaries on the basis of units of work was 
abandoned, and officials were grouped in 
classes for the purpose of remuneration, the 
number of units of work applicable in each 
case being made the sole basis of classifica- 
tion. The position of postmasters was in 
striking contrast to the large personne! em- 
ployed at headquarters offices, including the 
Secretariat, at the offices of the Accountant 
and Controller of Stores—all of which enjoyed 
the general Civil Service standard 
of pay. The postmasters in isolated 
districts, who bore heavy individual 
responsibility without the advantages 
of consultations. were paid on a standard 
far below that applicable to civil servants 
generaliy for corresponding duties. The 
under-payment of a public official of the stand- 
ing and importance of a postmaster was not 
in the best interests of the public service, 
and was a continued menace to a service that 
was a commendable example of efficiency and 
probity. 

. The Commission adjourned until 3 o'clock 
on Thursday next.

Cahirmee Fair. 


Where horses are concerned,

tions in Ireland. For days before the 
twelfth of July the excitement for miles 
around Buttevant is intense. Cahirmee 
fair is held upon the land of Mr. Tom 
Carroll, of Cahirmee House, who is known 
locally as “ the Baron of the Fair.” Mr. 
Carroll is one of the best-known followers 
of the Duhallows. during the season. 

Tolls are still in practice at this interest-

The Fair Committee does not like that, 
as it diminishes the tolls; but the buver 
eannot wait.

In the past 
little fortunes often changed hands over a 
hunter at Cahirmee. In the old days it 
was no uncommon thing for a dealer to 
pay a seller £70 for a made hunter before 
it left the stables in Buttevant. Half-an- 
hour later the dealer nassed the animal on 
to someone for £300, who re-sold it 
for £500. About two miles from Cahirmee 
stands Doneraile Covrt, the seat of Lord 
Doneraile. and here Sir John Arnott used

At lone last the truth about the dis- 
tribution of the bottles of “ King’s Ale”’ 
has come to light. For this I am indebted 
to Mrs. MacBride, who indignantly denies 
that they were just given to anyone.

When Horses -*Catter. 


In a flourishing town not far from the 
much-abused border a Dublin visitor 
found herself and her car involved in a 
scene where mechanical transport of any 
kind had to take a back seat.

A Beautiful Playground. 


‘I do not know any public resort in 
Dublin which is more appreciated by those 
who frequent it than the People’s Gardens 
in the Phoenix Park. It is ideally 
situated, and has the advantage of perfect 
drainage, since most of the lawns slope 
from a considerable height to the central 
pond. Consequently the turf is always in 
good condition, and rarely disfigured by 
bald patches, in spite of the trampling of 
innumerable feet. It is true that the feet 
in the People’s Gardens are mainly small 
ones, for hundreds of well-cared-for and 
well-behaved children disport themselves 
all day long in this delightful park. 
Rarely do the attendants find it necessary 
to check the merriment, and there is 
hardly any litter to be seen. Indeed, a 
stroll through the People’s Gardens on a 
summer afternoon would do much to re- 
store the waning faith of an adult in the 
coming generation, It was James Stephens, 
many years ago, who first wrote in praise 
of this pleasure-ground, and if he were to 
return from exile I think he would find 
further inspiration in its children and 
birds and flowers as they are to-day.

CRIMINAL LAW AMENDMENT. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—May I respectfully suggest -the fol 
lowing amendments to the Inter-Party Com- 
mittee in charge of the Criminal Law Amend- 
ment Bill :— 

(1) That the “ace of consent’? as regards 
all offences dealt with im this bill, including 
“indecent assault.’’ be 18 years. The age 
adopted in the bill for this. latter offence is 
only 15 years, and that for the graver offences 
17. The predominant. factor that should stand 
out in determining the “ age of consent’’ ss 
to be found in the answer to this question: 
“ At what age shal! we allow a growing girl 
to take up a life of prostitution and go on 
the’ streets?” The gravity of the situation is 
my justification for plain speaking. The 
Poor Law Commission fixed the age at “at 
least 18, if not 19°’; and the Criminal Law 
Amendment Committee, upon whose report 
this bill is based, recommended 18. What 
new factors have entered in that led to the 
present Inter-Party Committee's setting aside 
the considered judgment of these two distin 
guished bodies who heard very detailed evi- 
dence of social workers, officials, and others 
on this problem? If a plebiscite of our people 
were taken as to whether a girl should he 
tolerated taking up the awful life of a prosti- 
tute at 17 or 18 vears, what should their 
verdict be? I have no hesitation in saving, 
18. Is it too late to get the sections involved 
amended accordinghy—Sections 1, 2, 12, and 
14? 3 

(2) I suggest that the maximum penalty of 
twenty pounds (without any provision having 
been made for imprisonment) in Section 17 
Is absolutely inadequate. - The existing 
demand and the very great profits accruing 
will lead to underground traffic by un- 
desirables and we shall soon find that the 
proposed remedy is worse than the disease. 
At least there should be a serious term of 
imprisonment for -recidivists; otherwise the 
mere fine will be but a stimulus to extended 
traffic and subsequent recoupment. 

(á) Depositions in the case of sexual offences 


against females should, wherever possible, be. 


taken through the agency of a woman who 
will be suitably: instructed as to the ques- 
tioning by the Garda in charge of the: case, 
the latter keeping in the background as much 
as possible. It must be remembered that the 
girl is the innocent and offended party, who 
comes seeking the protection’ of the law, and 
the law should facilitate her doing so by 
every reasonable. means. This. involves the 
option of a medical woman in preference to 
a medical man wherever possible. 

It is nearly fifty years since the Act of 
1885 that is now chiefly under consideration 
for amendment was passed. It will be a long 
period before we shall have such an oppor- 
tunity again, This fact and the gravity of 
the proklems at issue are my. apology for 
asking public support for the above neces- 
sary amendments. ‘If this bill passes maimed 
in any way, so shall it remain for many 
years.—Yours, etc., ,

MORE PEOPLE IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


LATEST POPULATION 
STATISTICS. 


—-——- & —— 


The population of the Irish Free State in 
the middle of the present year was, according 
to the quarterly réturn of marriages, births, 
and deaths, which has just been issued by 
the authority of the Registrar-General, csti- 
mated as 3,014,000 persons (comprising 
1,535,000 males and 1,479,000 females), show- 
ing an increase of 22,000 on the estimate to 
the middle of 1933. This increase is officially 
accounted for by the natural increase-—excess 
of births over deaths—apnd the excess of 
iunmigration over emigration. 

The natural increase during the first quarter 
of the present year was 2,904, as compared 
with an average ot 766 for the first cuarters 
of the five years 1929-1933. During the first 
quarter of the year, also, the number. of 
emigrants to places out of Europe and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea was 193, and 
the number of immigrants from these places 


was 287. 
MARRIAGE RATE DOWN. 


The marriage rate for the quarter under 
review was 4.3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. This rate is 0.5 below the average 
for the corresponding quarters of the five 
years, 1929-1933. The rate for Catholic mar- 
riages was 4,5, and for all other marriages 
2.5 per thousand. In Northern Ireland the 
marriage rate for the quarter was 4.7 per

NEED FOR VOCATIONAL 


:DUCATION. 


(By $. A. WILLIAMS, ! 

' London County Council of Rétail 
Distribution; Author of “' Prineiples of 
Retail Distribution,” ete.) — 

NE of the most interesting features of 
O the Vocational Education Act of 


1931 is the provision for the training of 


salesmen and women in retail shops. 


Training for the clerk in _ typewriting, 


shorthand, and book-keeping is well estab- 
lished : to train the people who sell us our 
food, clothing, and furniture is another story. 
Yet retailing is changing se rapidly that 


the problem must be faced, and the Free 
State has begun the task by setting up um 


Dublin a course for teachers who, in their 
turn, will train the coming generation of 
salespeople. | 

‘he necessity for competent and well- 
equipped salespeople is obvious. In num- 
bers they form a not inconsiderable portion 
of the workers of the country. Their work 
closely touches the lives of us all. If well 
done, it adds to our comfort and convenience, 
and—not least important—-tends, by. reducing 
mistakes and waste of effort, to lessen the 
cost of distribution. 


PRICE AND SERVICE. 


More and more we are. dependent on 
shops : we look to the shop to supply nev 
all our needs, and we have the right to ask 
that the service in our shops should be satis- 
factory: that the shop should supply the 
goods we require at the price we are able 
to pay. The shopkeeper has belnnd him 
a long tradition of service to the public, 
and willingly accepts this responsibillity. But, 
changing conditions have made his job more 
difficult and more complex. The standard 
of life has risen considerably ww 
our time: we demand better and 
more varied food. clothing and furniture : 
fashion and style play a part in life unknown 
to our fathers; recreation and sport, too, 
take a greater share in life than ever before; 
means of communication, newspapers, wire- 
less and the cinema are multiplied, with the 
result to-day that it is no longer true to gay 
‘one half of the world does not know how 
the other half lives.”” We know and imitats 
social customs, of which a generation ago the 
great majority of the people were ignorant. 
The ordinary peovle of the world are getting 
their share of the good things of life, which 
but recently were regarded as the privilege 
of the few. 


PRODUCTION AND 
DISTRIBUTION. 


These benefits are made possible by the 
enormous development in the processes of 
manufacture and production. This is but 
half the story. The distribution of the goods 
to the public is equally important. This is 
the task of the shopkeeper, and to do it pro- 
perly calls for hich qualities of knowledge, 
judgment, and skill. On the one hand, he 
must provide goods in all the varied assort- 


ments required by the customer, but he must 


also make a profit as a return for his efforts: 
two objects not always easy to reconcile, The 
knowledge and skill required for this. work 
cannot be picked up in a haphazard manner 
by the old method of trial and error. Busi- 
ness is too intensive. mistakes, errors of judg- 
ment are too expensive to-day. Practical ex- 
perience in the shop must be supplemented by 
vora‘iona] yaya 

Training for salesmanship to be successful 
needs the co-operation and support of the 
distributive trades in order that the teaching 
may be practical and suited to the needs of 
the occupation. The Department of Educa- 
tion is fortunate in possessing. this co-opera- 
tien, and a scheme of training covering the 
main branches of retail distribution has heen 
prepared. Realising that the best work is 
done only when the workers appreciate the 
value of their work to the community, 
the course aims to show the import- 
ance of retailing in the life of 
the nation, it also emphasises the fact that 
conditions are changing, and in consequence 
retailing requires changes in its techniaue 
and operation. It enunciates the principles 
which govern successful buying—the first 
link in the long chain of operations which 
bring the goods from the factory into our 


homes. 
FUNDAMENTALS. 


No one can tell the individual shopkeeper 
exactly what quantities cnd varieties he 
should buy. but general principles which 
should guide his choice can be laid down. 

The course of instruction, too, outlines the 
means hy which the shopkeeper can keep the 
correct balance between his stock and his 
sales, and thereby avoid the acctimulation of 
unwanted or out-of-date merchandise, which 
can only be sold by a drastic ~reduction in 
price and a consequent loss of profit. 

The instruction gives the approved modern 
metheds of ordering and receiving goods. 
Lack of system in these operations is a 
frequent cause of loss of profit. “The prin- 
ciples underlying the pricing of goods is also 
dealt with. The factors which determine 
retail prices are considered, whereby a price 
equitable both to the customer and the 
retailer may be determined. Methods of 
merchandise and stock control which. have 
proved useful are described, and considera- 
tion is given to the important subject of 
expense and the reduction of avoidable waste 
and mistakes. matters of no small concern 
to the retailer. 


THE HUMAN ELEMENT. 


Not least the course deals with the qualifi- 
cations of the salesman, and his relationship 
to the customer. The salesman is the fecal 
point on which every activity of the shop is 
centred, the buying of the goods, the 
advertising and display, the dispatch of 
merchandise, and all the work of the 
counting-house. To’ the customer the sales- 
man is the shop. The course of instruction 
enunciates what qualifications the salesman 
should possess to fulfil the ukimate purpose 
of very shop—the satisfaction of the 
customer. 

If the purpose of these courses. of instruc- 
tion is hiad and, in view of the thought 
which is heing given to them, their success 
should not be in doubt, this training cannot 
fail to be valuable both to those engaged 
in the work of retailing and to the public, .1t 
will help the young people to do their job 
better and thereby aunts for promotior 
and, equally important, will give a meaning 
and purpose to their work which will sweeten 
their labcur 

The public will benefit from the reduction 
in the costs of distribution which must in 
tim: follow from the scientific lmndling of- 
the problems of retailing. :

HAVE been looking over an admirable 
new anthology of modern poetry, com- 
piled by Mr, Maurice Wollman, and pub- 
lished by Macmillan at 6s. Now it may 
be national prejudice, or it may be merely 
the fact that I am better acquainted with 
the modern Irish poets than with their 
English contemporaries, but the more I 
look at this anthology, as at other antho- 
logies, the more firmly I am convinced 
that the salvation of English poetry lies 
with Irish writers. There are 13 Irish 
poets represented herein out of a total of 


112 contributors. Take them out, and 
what have you left?

This ig not the place, however, to start 
a discussion on the relative virtues and 
vices of modern English verse. What I 
um more inclined to do is to compare the 
representation of the Irish writers in Mr.

“ Recent Poetry, 1923-1935,"’ edited by 
Mrs. Harold Monro, and published by 
Gerald Howe, of the Poetry Bookshop, last 
December, and the English Association’s 
‘The Modern Muse,”’ which was trundled 
some few months ago from the Oxford 


University Press.

Picking for Poets. 


The first thing one notices is that only 
two Irish poets find a place in all three 
anthologies, and those are Mr. W. B, 
Yeats and Mr. F. B. Higgins, ‘‘ A.E,,” 
Padraic Colum, Oliver Gogarty and James 
Stephens appear in two of the three, while 
Austin Clarke, Lord Dunsany, E, R. 


Dodds, Eva Gore-Booth, James Joyce, 
Frank O'Connor, Seamus O'Sullivan, 
Katharine Tynan and LL. A. G. 
Strong have to be content with 


representation in one apiece. Mrs. Harold 
Monro’s collection is substantially smaller 
than the rest, and contains fewer authors 
all told; but when she claims to include 
poets.of all schools, and apparently has 
no particular axe to grind, making only 
the provision that the poems in her 
volume shall have appeared between 1925 
and 1933, why should her selection be 
confined to work by W. B, Yeats, F. R. 
Higgins, Oliver Gogarty and Frank 
O'Connor, ‘'A.E.”’ has not been ur 
fruitful during those ten years, nor was 
Padraic Colum nor Austin Clarke, to 
mention only the bigger noises.

Indeed, 
it seems that the English Association's 
policy is to print nething but poems that 
every well-read man knows by heart, 
Fh A.E. ' is not unsatisfactorily repro- 
sented in “Modern Poctry’’ by 
“ Dark Rapttre’’ and “ Evanescence,”’ 
but tha English Association's selection 
committee feels that it has done its 
duty by him in printing “ They call us 
aliens, we are told,’’ whose last four lines 
have been quoted so often that most 
people- forget who wrote them. Pádraic 
Colum gets *‘ Bat '” and “Dublin Reads ” 


in Mr. Wollman’s florilegium; in “ The 


Modern Muse’ he is held up to contem- 
porary judgment by “O Men from the 
Fields” and “ An Old Woman of the 
Roads ’’—one of which was in the 
national school reading hooks of twenty 
years ago, while the other has succeeded 
in defying the efforts of elocutionists in 
Ireland, England and America for, ap- 
proximately, the same length of time.

phone.” The present reviewer tr.ed to 
read some of Mr. Horler’s masterpieces, 
but tailed, baftled by the dulness of the 
style and the Jack of colour and character 
in the stories. Millions of people, it seems, 
ave less sensitive to bad writing; for Mr. 
Horler claims millions of readers. He is 
fortified in self-confidence (naturally 
enough) by the public favour that he 
enjoys, and now shows to what lengths 
self-confidence can go, It seems that he 
‘‘dictaphones’’ a diary. In a few weeks 
his ‘‘dictaphoned ” diary afforded matter 
enough for 275 large pene of print, and 
the public. is admitted in this volume to 
the shrine of his daily.meditations. 

He claims to have started ‘‘the chorus 
ot ridiculing the Codex’’; he does not 
like the Manchester Guardian, because it 
did not allow him to answer a critic; he 
is “sorry to be bitter, but this puppet 
show, which we call Life, really becomes 
too ludicrous at times”; and his 
great thought one morning is ‘* How 
true!” when he reads Mr. Basil Dean’s 
remark: ‘‘ The chief trouble with the 
English theatre at the present time is a 
lack of personalities.’’ Once he choge, as 
name for a character in a story, the name 
actually borne by an American writer, and 
received a good-humoured rebuke. He 
apologised and put “ the lapse down to 
the unconscious working of the sub- 
conscious.’’ One day he got '“ a request 
for a serial ‘carrying a distinct religious 


note, but having a slightly immora! 
atmosphere.’’’ He dislikes George 


Robey extremely, and thinks poorly of 
Bernard Shaw. He once wrote to a 
literary review this: 

The trouble with the “ getiuine artist ” is 
that he too often either goes hungry to bed 
or writes for papers like the New English 
Weekly,  Story-tellers who amuse and en- 
tertain the millions (not all fools!), on the 
other hand, can fill their hellies and buy 
luxury motor cars. I have just bought a 
luxury motor car. :

VERYONE at some moment experi- 
ences the desire for dictatorship, and 
it is a happy thought just now to have the 
views of some promenent ople about that 
highly disputable topic. We have to thank 
Messrs. Methuen for securing the views of 
people who can write excellently and have 
at the same time something to say that is 
worth reading. The views of some Irish 
people would be of considerable interest at 
the moment. 

In the meantime we have the views of 
Lords Dunsany and Raglan on their 
solicies if they were dictators in Great 

ritain. While he dees not stress the 
point, one gathers that Lord Dunsany 
would have little patience with his 
countrymen, or with Mr. Gandhi ; indeed, 
he would be as ruthless with them 
probably as he would be with “' speed- 
merchants '—and those who spell ‘buses 
in that way instead of “ busses.’’ Lord 
Dunsany is as light in his touch as Lord 
Raglan is heavy, and for that very reason 
he would pee be the more effective 
dictator. He would not take himself too 
seriously, while all the time taking the 
things that should be done very seriously 
indeed. He would make the world safe for 
gentlemen. | 
Lord Raglan would seem to accept 
dictatorship on the Mussolini-Hitler 
model ; his decrees would have the weight 


of experience behind them, and he would 


use it only for a term of five years, while 


preparing a lasting constitution. But, on 


the whole, his ideas are rather crude and 


juvenile.

The Nemesis of Economie Nationalism. By 
Joseph Johnson, London: King. 4/6 net. 


SHORT while ago Mr. Joseph John- 
son, Who ig well known ag the 
Barrington Lecturer in Economics in Ire- 
land, issued a pamphlet under the title 
of this book, and by so doing he per- 


formed a meritorious seivice to his 
country. In the present book he has 
added other lectures and addresses 


delivered during the past two years, and 
the result deserves study by all who take 
any HE in the economic affairs of lre- 
land; 

In the four lectures Mr. Johnson goes a 
long way towards a reconciliation oí the 
older economics and the economics dictated 
by the experience of the post-War world. 
Fundamentally, perhaps, he is still an 
ardent Cobdenite (and who will say that 
the internationalism of Richard Cobden is 
not exactly what the world needs at the 
moment!) who seeks to keep what is best 
in the Cobdenite doctrine, while acceptin 
something of the new notion of a planned 
economic system for individual nations. 
So long as the notion that only one’s own 
country is important dominates statesmen, 
there is little hope for a revival of 
Cobdenism, and all those who seek a 
planned and neighbourly world, instead ot 
a series of warring States, can only deplore 
with the Pope the excesses of an exag- 
gerated nationalism. | 

What Mr, Johnson has done in his book 
is to show the dangers of exaggerated 
nationalism in the economic sphere, and 
the difficulties of inexperienced amateurs. 
Trish politicians could profit much from a 
reading of his address on the ‘‘ Lessons 
from Theory and Experience,” and might 
be inspired to undertake the works out- 
lined there, “There is, perhaps, more to 
be said before the Free State Currency 
Commission is converted into a central 
bank, and before half the foreign invest- 
ments held by Free State citizens can be 
repatriated, but the suggestions are 
certainly worthy of discussion.

From Our CORRISPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Friday. 
HE decision of the Belfast Corporation 
definitely declining to levy the new 
education rate imposed by the Northern 
Government is likely to be followed by 
other rating authorities in the North. The 
legality of the proceeding has been ques- 
tioned as an infringement of the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, which lays it down 
that no rate similar to income tax can 
be imposed by the Northern Government, 
It is contended that this education rate 
comes under this category, and. if the 
Government cannot impose the rate itself, 
it has no power to compel local authorities 
to do it. If the State is paying more 
than its share of educational services, that 
is a matter for reasonable discussion and 
re-arrangement. If the financia] basis 
upon which the Northern Government was 
established is to be altered and portion 
of the cost of educational services trans- 
ferred to local authorities, as in Great 
Britain, it ought to be done openly after 
full consideration, and adequate reasons 
given to the public why the State cun no 
longer bear the whole cost of the educa- 
tional services. 


FINANCIAL BASIS. 


Whatever may have been the original 
basis of Northern Ireland finances—an 
it was clearly set forth in the White 
Paper. issued when the Government olf 
Ireland Act was being passed—it is evi- 
dent that now Northern Ireland will have 
to conform more or less to the, relation 
between State and local sh adisaa 
operating in Great Britain. Eight-ninths 
x | Northern Ireland revenue is imposed by 
Westminster, and, so long as this revenue 
was sufficient to meet Northern Imland 
expenditure and leave a substantial 
surplus for imperial contribution, all 
seemed to go smoothly. It does not do 
sO now, $0 various devices are used to 
increase Northern Ireland revenue and 
relieve the charges on the Northern Exche- 
quer, The Revaluation Act was designed 
to meet the former, and the transfer of 
portion of the educational services fo 
ocal authorities is the method of meeting 
the latter. From the point of view of 
British Treasury officials, this may seem 
quite right and proper, but if the Colwyn 
award arrangement continues to operate, 
and Northern Ireland is left to make good 


Mei united fiscal and financial co- 
artnership with Great Britain. Either 
Northern Sedans is part of the British 
fiscal and financial unit or it is not. If 
it is-and the Northern Government 
always boasts that it is--then it should 
have the full advantage of that unity. 


PREVIOUS CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Northern Ireland has contributed 
£25,000,000 to the Britssh Exchequer as 
imperial contribution in twelve years, but 
when Northern revenue shows a deficit of 
a few hundred thousand pounds Britain, 
in effect, says: ' Go and tax your people 
more. We cannot help you with your 
deficits.’ The Northern Cabinet always 
theught Britain avould assist with such 
deficits, as proved by Hansard. Now the 
Northern ratepayers feel strongly that the 
Governinent is letting them down badly 
in this whole matter by acquiescing in tiie 
British Treasury view without having 
sufficient regar] to the financial basis of 
the Government of Ireland Act,

Stormont for between 700 md 800 civil 
servants. In it is housed the officials of 
the Ministries of Education, Labour, Agri- 
culture and other departments. It would 
now appear as if this accommodation is not 
adequate for the growing ranks of the 
Civil Service. Consequent uvon the 
passage of the Milk and Milk Products 
Bill the Ministry of Agriculture has to find 
accommodation for a complete staff for the 
Milk Control Board or Council. At Stor- 
mont the ground floor of the building, up 
to the present, has been reserved for the 
accommodation of Parliament, Ministers 
and Committee rooms, and rooms for the 
Parhamentary staff. During the summer 
recess, and possibly longer, portion of this 
accommodation is being assigned to the 
new Milk Board and its officials until 
other arrangements can be made. It is a 
pity that the Civil Service should encroach 
n the Parliamentary portion of the 
1ilding, even temporarily. The original 
plans of Stormont provided for a central 
Parliament House and an administrative 
building on either side, instead of one 
building for Civil Service and Parliament. 
Now the one building is proving too small. 


SHIPPING SUBSIDY. 
The subsidy of £2,000.000 for tramp 


steamers announced by Mr. Runciman m 
the British Parliament has been receive? 
with some disappointment in Belfast. It 
was expected that something definits 
would have been arranged along the lines 
of scrapping old tramp steamers and re- 
placing them with new and modern 
tonnage, which possibly would kave given 
assistance to the shipbuilding firms in 
Belfast. Although Mr. Runciman is still 
in favour of the ‘‘scrvap-and-build ”’ 
policy, many of the owners are not in 
love with the scheme. Their plan was 
for a subsidy of 10s. per ton for all ships 
employed and 5s. per ton for ships laid 
up, but this has not been conceded—at 
any yate, not directly. In effect, Mr. 
Runcimen says: ‘‘ Here is £2,000,000. 
Formulate a working scheme for one vear 
that the Government can approve. but it 
must be designed to combat foreign com- 


petition. and not encourage internal 
compet jion.’” Belfast shipowners, like 
those elsewhere. believe that it will be 


difficult to produce such a scheme owing 
to many conflicting interests, and they 
believe that the best solution is inter- 
national restriction of tonnage, if this 
could be achieved. At the moment it docs 
not seem likely. 


THE. RATHLIN FINDS, 


The discovery of ths graves of early 
stone age men by Mr. Blake Whelan on 
Rathlin Island, and the remarkable iron 
age finds by Dr. J. Wilfred Jackson, of 
Manchester, on the mainland at North 
Antrim, have aroused considerable interest 
tn archaeological work in the North, The 
Northern Government gives a smali grant 
to assist this research work, and there is 
general agreement that the money ig very 
usefully spent. It is apparent that there 


was a large settlement of men of the 


stone age at Rathlin, and that the graves 
found are very similar in construction 
and general arrangement to stone age 
graves found in Spain and other parts of 
Kurcpe. That there was a large settle- 
ment of the early iron age period on the 
mainland is also undoubted. It is a 
matter for speculation whether the ad- 
‘vaneing iron age men forced the remnant 
of the stone age civilisation from the 
mainland to Rathlin Island, and it is 
just possible that Rathlin may have been 
the last stronghold of the stone age people 
in this country.

Saints and Scholars. 


Since the introduction in Dáil Fireann 
of the Criminal Law Amendment Bill 
there has been widespread discussion 
on the subject of public morals in the Free 
State. Opinion seems to be divided fairly 
sharply into two camps. The one takes 
the gloomy view that everything ,in this 
country is rotten to the core—that our 
people are a race of liars, adulterers, 
swindlers and murderers, and that there 
is no health in us. The other goes to the 
opposite extreme. It idealises Ireland as 
a land of saints and scholars, in which 
vice, if it exists at all, is imported from 
England and the continent. From this 
point of view, Irishmen and Irishwomen 
seem to have been granted a dispensation 
from original sin. Sexual aberrations are 
unknown—or, if by any mischance they 
should occur, they mu_t be hushed up at 
once lest the national purity be con- 
taminated. There is something nauseating 
about this puritanical smugness. Ireland, 
taken by and large, is very much like 
any other country. Her people are 
neither better nor worse i..an their neigh- 
bours; but of recent years there certainly 
has been a general loosening of the 
nation’s moral fibre. The Roman Catholic 
Church, which guards the morals of the 
great mass of the population, has failed 
to exercise that weighty authority which 
no other power can wield. Its functions 
have been usurped to a .arge extent by a 
Government. which has sought to build a 
moral State .y the futile expedient of 
imposing a grandmotherly censorship on 
literature, an. by the introduction into 
the Criminal Law Amendment Bill of 
certain clauses which have nothing what- 
ever to do with criminal law, but merely 
seek to enforce on the people of this 
country a standard of sexual morality 
that experier’» has proved to b. un- 
attainable in any other part of the 
civilised worla. , 

It is a great mistake to think t.a..the 
only morality that matters is connected 
with sex. We do not seck to minimise the 
dangers of laxity in a nation’s sexual 
code ; but there are other aspects of public 
morality which must not bc overlooked. 
Crimes of violence are terribly prevalent 
in the Free State to-day. Political 
murders continue to be regarded with a 
cowardly tolerance, as if the sanctity ot 
human life were measured according to 
party standards. “Almost every day 
one reads of brutal attacks by politica! 
partisans on their opponents. Several 
deaths have occurred as the resu.. of these 
onslaughts, and although, happily, the 
‘indiscriminate use of the revolver has been 
checked, there still is an amount of 
political terrori:.. in the country. Neither 
of the big political parties can absolve 
itself from blame for this condition 
of afiairs. On the benches of Dáil 
Kireann there are men who taught 
the youth of Ireland to shoot to kill. 
During the struggle of 1920-1921 hundreds 
of; persons were murdered in cold blood; 
during the civil war dreadful atrocities 
were committed on both sides, and ever 
since those blood-drenched days the people 
of this country have been paying the price 
which always is exacted for breaches of 
God’s law. Aul the politicians proclaim 
their horror of violence; but has any one 
of them gone out of his way to preach 
the doctrine of Christian love and human 
charity as an alternative to the bully’s 
rule? Recent events in Germany have 
reminded us with awful emphasis of the 
consequences that follow the unbridling 
of political passions, and the time has 
come when every nian in this island ought 
to search his own conscience. Our young 
men have been taught the- methods of 
savagery. Church and State now ought 
to be combining to restore their feet to 
Christian ways. 

There is another aspect of the case, 
which, while it differs in degree, is no 
less important than offences against sexual 
morality and the public peace. We refer 
to the progressive weakening of what may 
be described as material morality. Here, 
again, the present Government has given a 
bad example. When President de Valera 
announced that the Free State would not 
pay the Land Annuities to Great Britain, 
it set a most unfortunate head-line to the 
rank-and-file of the people. In many 
parts of the country the Government’s 
attitude towards a debt that hitherto had 
been recognised generally was used as an 
excuse for the cessation of virtually all 
payments. Farmers refused to pay either 
their Land Annuities or their rates. They 
also tried to evade their commercial debts 
to the local shop-keepers, and have been 
driving their bank managers almost to

despair. This country always had a 
reputation for a kind of joyous careless- 
ness in money matters ; but during the last 
few years there has been a noticeable in- 
crease in the number of defaulters. 
Modern society depends very largely for 
its stability on the reasonably prompt 
payment of lawful debts. So soon as 
people begin to evade their liabilities all 
sorts of evils develop. Standards of 
personal honour inevitably suffer, with 
far-reaching and unhappy results. Who 
will deny that there is a general slack- 
ness of moral discipline in Ireland to-day ? 
The Churches have a heavy responsibility 
in matters of sex, which never can be 
controlled by law-givers ; but every decent 
citizen ought to concern himself with the 
outlawry of violence and the restoration 
of proper standards of honesty between 
man and man. It is high time that we 
all should cease to regard ourselves as 
saints and scholars; we are only very

The Harp that Once. 

An article which we printed yesterday is 
(a curious reminder that the harp, so 
intimately associated. with Ireland, has 
become almost extinct here as a musical 
The harp and the shamrock 
are the two chief emblems of this country ; 
but where are all the harps? Representa- 
tions of them can be seen almost every- 
where—on our coins, on our uniforms and 
on our trade marks—but they themselves 
have vanished. Harp-playing, it is true, is 
still practised in Ireland. Only the 
elaborate Greek or Gothic harps are used, 
however; and if we wish to see an Irish 
instrument we must look for it in the 
None has been made 
within the last two or three generations ; 
for the old makers have died, and their 
children have forgotten the art. 
hopes, nevertheless, that the industry may 
be revived, and that harp-playing once 
again may become a feature of Irish music. 
Specimens of the clarsach—the traditional 
Gaelic instrument—have been 
over from Scotland, and efforts may be 
made to encourage its manufacture in this 
country. Paradoxically enough, the Irish 
harp at present exists only in Scotland. It 
was introduced there from Ireland perhaps 
a thousand years ago, and, although it was 
superseded in the end by the bagpipes, its 
tradition never has been allowed to die out 
altogether, as in the land of its origin.

Replies are reaching the Government

A committee of 
the Cabinet, appointed to deal with al! 
details, will take charge of the Vsrious 
arrangements until the moment comes 
when they can be transferred to executive 
bodies. The outstanding feature of the 
celebration will be a great thanksgiving 
Service either in Westminster Abbey or at 
St. Paul's Cathedral. St. Paul's is the 
more favoured owing to its convenience, 
and the longer route available for the 
royal progress through the City and South 
London. 


The Anglo-French Understanding. 


Mr. Stanley Baldwin, answering a 
question in the House of Commons: to-day 
regarding the forthcoming visit of M. 


| Barthou, the French Foreign Minister, 
_gave the only answer possible in. the 


circumstances, even though it was a refer- 
ence to a similar question asked on June 


27th. ‘‘ Questions of mutual interest to 
i France and Britain would be discussed,”’ 
| was the reply then given, and, as this is 


very comprehensive, i. will serve to cover 
discussion on any point. M. Barthou wil! 
have a meeting with Mr. Baldwin and Sir 
John Simon on Sunday, and while it has 
become apparent that there can be no new 
Franco-English aflliance, there is nothing 
against a friendly understanding in re- 
gard to defences against a possible common 
danger or consultations on friendly lines 
as to future naval construction. Gener- 
ally speaking, members of the House of 
Commons are content to leave these 
matters to the Government. 


The Betting Bill. 


The Betting and Lotteries Bill is giving 
the Government a considerable amount ot 
trouble, even though it has been sent to 
a committee. A proposal that the 
Central Control Board, to pe appointed hy 
the Home Secretary to govern greyhound 
racing is regarded as objectionable by the 
Home Office, and will be opposed by the 
Government. It is the view that the 
setting up of a State-appointed bodr 
would establish an undesirable precedent 
and, at the same time, would give grev- 
hound racing an official status denied to 
other sports. It is pointed out that the 
local authorities who are responsible for 
the licensing of the courses ought to be 
the controlling bodies—more particular! 
because they are responsible for the 
amenities of their own districts, as well 
as for police and traffic regulations. As a 
matter of fact, the bill bristles with diffi- 
culties, and it: becomes more apparent 
evcry day that it has little chance o’ 
passing into law. 


Woolwich Arsenal. 


_ Shortly after the end of the Great War 
1$ was suggested that Woolwich Arsenal 
should be removed to a part of the country 
more distant from the mainland of Euroye, 
and a Committee of Inquiry has been 
appointed by the War Office to investigate 
the desirability of such a removal. I 
witnessed the great air attack made on 
Woolwich Arsenal during the War, and it 
was a matter of surprise that the many 
German aeroplanes were unable to do any 
serious mischief to this huge agglomeration 
of buildings. Another point of interest is 
that towards the end of the War the 
Germans made use of a long-range gun 
which at any moment might have dropped 
a shell into the Arsenal. The present 
arsenal was perfectly correct in the days 
when ships were built of wood, and aero- 
planes and long-range gun-fire were un- 
known; but, from the strategic point of 
view, it is impossible to conceive of a more 
unsuitable situation. It will take many 
months before the question can be decided 
finally, as it will be a matter of difficulty 
to find a place with all the necessary 
advantages. If a move must be made, it is 
almost certain to be in a westward direc 
tion. 


A Dry Summer. 


The drought continues, and there appearr 
to be no possibility of a real break. 
Experts, while declaring that they cannot 
predict how long the dry period will con- 
tinue, state that, according to past records, 
it is unlikely to end before 1935. The dry 
summer of last year, and the present con- 
ditions, discredit altogether the idea that 
wireless waves can be blamed for climatic 


| changes. Atmospheric electricity plays an 


important part in the distribution of rain- 
fall and the formation of certain forms of 
cloud, but the electrical energy expended 
in broadcasting is insufficient to have any 
real effect on meteorological conditions. 


Orpen’s Pictures. 


Some pictures and drawings from the 
studio of the late Sir William Orpen are 
to be sold at Christie’s next week. The 
collection does not include works by Orpen, 
but contains portraits of him, and other 
works given hin by friends. There are 
several portraits of Orpen himself, notabl; 
one by Guy Alexander, which shows the 
interior of the studio with Orpen at work. 
Two small pen-and-ink sketches of him are 
by Derwent Wood, and there is a sketch 
of his head by J. O'Shaughnessy. ‘‘ To 
Dear Orpen, from C€.C.,” 1s inscribed on 
one of half a dozen sketches given to him 
by Charles Conder. Two coloured drawings 
and an etching are by Augustus John. “A 
Highland Landscape “ is by Adrian Stokes, 
and there is a black-and-white portrait of 
Thomas Carlyle, drawn by Walter Graves 
in 1872. 


The Pope’s Holiday. 


A few days ago it was said that the 
Pope did not intend to leave the Vatican 
for a holiday at Castel Gandolfo, his 
summer residence near Rome. ‘This must 
have been incorrect, however, as it is 
announced that the Pope will leave the 
Vatican within the next few days, and 
that the Papal Guards already have been 
installed at the Castel. This will be the 
first time that a Pope has lived outside 
the Vatican for over fifty years, and it is 
intended to carry out many repairs while 
the Pope is away. Castel Gandolfo is 
easy of access from Rome. and the usual 
routine observed in the Vatican will be 
followed there during the residence of thie 
Pope. Audiences and receptions will take 
place as usual. 


New Swimming Pool. 


The Empire Swimming Pool and Sports 
Arena, to be opened by the Duke of 
Gloucester on July 25, will be one of the 
finest of the kind in the world. The new 
building occupies a space twice as large 
as the Albert Hall, with a maximum seat- 


} ing accommodation for 12,000 It has a 


roof-span of 240 feet. The arena is 300 
feet long and 80 feet wide, and the poo! 
is 500 feet a by 60 feet wide, with a 
maximum depth of 16 feet. A plant for 
creating artificial surf has been installed, 
so that the pool will be equipped with 
waves worthy of a seashore. The pool will 


take eight days to fill with water from the 


Colne Valley. Remarkable apparatus has 
been installed to treat this water with 


| chloride and ammonia, in order that it 
| may possess the qualities of drinking 


water. Except when special events are 
held, this great steinahaing pool is to be 
open to the public through the summer 
until October, when it will be turned into 
an ice rink,

BOARD’S COMPULSORY 
POWERS. 


Sy Our Poriricar CORRESPONDENT, 


ISE carrying out of certain operations 
designed to improve the storage of 
water for the purpose of the Shannon 
Hydro-Electric Works is the main purpose 
of the new bill to amend the Electricity 
Supply Acts, which was introduced in the 
Dail this week. hye | 

The Government, for this purpose, is 
making available from the Central Fund 
a sum of £530,000, by way of loan, at a 
rate of interest, and a sum of £93,000, 
which the Minister for Finance may ad- 
vance as a gift, or subsidy, towards the 
proposed works, or in payment of the in- 
terest on the loan. 

This proposal marks a new departure, 
inasmuch as it is the first occasion on 
which Government money is. being ad- 
vanced by way of free grant for any 
project in connection with the Shannon 
Electricity Supply Scheme. 

The proposed works are for the purpose 
of further developing the water-storage 
capacity of Lough Derg, Lough Ree and 
Lough Allen, on the River Shannon. They 
include :— 

The raising of the level of the water in 
Lough Derg from 110 feet Ordnance 
datum to 112 feet O.D., and for that pur- 
pose altering the weirs at Parteen Villa 
and Meelick, raising and extending the 
embankments between Parteen Villa and 
Lough Derg, and between Lough Derg and 
Meelick ; extending the protective works 
for the railway line at Killaloe. 

Lowering the level of Lough Ree to a 
minimum level of 121 feet Q.D. 

Making provision for controlling the 
level of the water in Lough Allen between 
the limits of 168 feet O.D. and 154 feet 
O.D., and for that purpose dredging new 
channels and deepening existing channels, 
removing and reconstructing the weir at 
the outlet of the Lough, reconstructing 
.certain bridges and executing other works. 

Altering, or removing and reconstruct- 
ing, quays, harbours, landing-stages, boat- 
houses, roads, bridges and other existing 
works, 

Executing all such other works which 
are incidental to, consequential on, or 
rendered necessary by, the doing of all or 
any of the things mentioned. 


ACQUISITION OF LAND. 

For the purpose of carrying out these 
works, the Board may acquire land, etc., 
compulsorily, either permanently ce 
temporarily; or they may acquire any 
easement, way-leave, water right, fishing 
right. They may compulsorily terminate 
or restrict such rights, and they may com- 
pulsorily divert, close, remove, or other- 
wis2 interfere with any public or private 
road, way, or bridge or artificial water- 
Way or watercourse, and compulsorily 
interfere with any lands or premises. 

Whenever tae Board is of opinion that 
the payment of compensation for the 
flooding or other interference with any 
land or premises would be uneconomic, or 
for any other reason inexpedient, the 
Board may acquire permanently such 
lands or premises, either compulsorily or 
by. agreement. 

In certain cases works for the benefit of 
the land-holder may be executed by the 
Board, and estimated as part payment 
for compensation, and the Minister for 
Local Government may declare any par- 
ticular works to be exempt, cither perma- 
nently or for a limited time, from poor 
rate or other rates.

A special courtmartial to-day upheld the 
war-time drumhead courtmartial’s sentence 
on the twenty-three-years-old Second Lieu- 
tenant Chapelant, who, unable to stand 
owing to a shattered thigh, was tied to a 
stretcher propped up against a tree, and 
shot for surrender to the enemy on 
October 11th, 1914. 

‘This is the supreme moment of my 
life, for which I have worked for twenty 
years,’ the old man said between his tears 
to the court. ‘‘ I have nothing left in the 
world—not even my son’s good name. I 
ask you to restore me that. I have not 
many more years to live.”’ 

It is understood that the National Con- 
federation of Ex-soldiers intends to protest 
against this decision. 

So painful was the scene in Court when 
the grey-haired father made his appeal that 
there was hardly a dry eye in the public 
benches. Even the courtmartial’s military 
guard of honour, standing with fixed 
bayonets, lost something of their impas- 
sivity. 

A WHITE HANDKERCHIEF, 

According to evidence at the appeal the 
events leading up to the tragedy were 
these :— 

At dawn on October 11th, 1914, Lieutenant 
Chapelant’s company was reduced from 250 
to 50 men when a violent German attack 
was launched against his sector. 

According to some witnesses the lien- 
tenant surrendered. A German officer then 
ordered him at the point of the revolver to 
wave a white handkerchief at the French 
lines to induce other French troops to sur- 
render also, which he did. 

According to other witnesses the 
leutenant fought to the last and was 
taken prisoner, and although ordered to 
wave a white handkerchief he did not do 
so 

Witnesses stated that Chapelant's com- 
manding officer “stormed'” at the 
wounded man, calling him a coward, and 
offered him his revolver to blow his own 
brains out. Chapelant refused, saying he 
had done his duty. 

The Public Prosecutor, in his final 
speech, declared that Chapelant was never 
surrounded, and that he could have de- 
fended himself further. It must not be 
forgotten that he was fighting on a vital 
point of the front, which, if broken 
through, would have meant that the road 
to Paris was open. He asked for the re- 


jection of the appeal. 
EVIDENCE. 


Speaking ‘on behalf of Lieutenant 


| Chapelant, M. Guernut recalled that the 


1915 report of the inquiry ordered into 
the facts of the alleged surrender had 
stated that the evidence pointed to his 
imnocence. All .the witnesses called to 
prove his guilt were people who had heard 
of the affair at seconc hand, whereas the 
material witnesses, who were captured 
with him were never called.

MEASURE IN PERILOUS 
POSITION.

Ts ‘rejection by the Dail on Thursday 
of ‘the. amendment made to the 
Defence Forces. (Temporary Provisions)

The Times, in concluding a leading 
article to-day, says:—British policy seems 
destined, in any case, to retain its quality 
of passivity for some time to come. In 
the present uncertainties of HKurope it may 
be that no other course is possible. More 
vigour in preventive action might have 
been shown earlier with great advantage 
of Europe, and the chance will come later 
for curative action. But with Germany, 
whose position is pivotal, torn by 
dissension, ruled by violence, and possibly 
heading for chaos, there is, unfortunately, 
little that anyone else can do but wait 
with calmness and patience, while ‘setting 
a resolute example of reconstruction at 
home. In the long run, if this country 
is to play its proper part in Europe it 
must exert itself more actively to make 
the collective system a success, otherwise 
no general measure of arms reduction can 
be expected. But for the present cach 
country is really immersed in home afairs. 

Germany is not the only coun‘ry 1 
Europe where the “ gangster’ is taxing 
a hand in politics, and ordinary standards 
of foreign policy must remain in abeyance 
while these metheds persist. France and 
Great Britain may have their differences in 
regard to such matters as equality of 
rights and the immutability of treaties, 
but they have the common task of imain- 
taining their liberal institutions. On the 
fundamental issue of democratic govern- 
ment the two countries are absolutely 
united. They both believe in government 
by the people, for the people, and in the 
right of the people to express their views 
freely about their governors. They believe 
in rule by diseussi¢n and persuasion. 
They are the joint champions of freedom 
of thought and speech. This common 
burden of the two countries, as the 
British Ambassador, Sir George Clerk, 
said on Thursday, has not grown lighter.

THE IMPOSITION OF A

DOUGLAS, Friday. 

The Manx Legislature were sharply 
divided to-day on the question whether 
Free State eggs imported into the Isle of 
Man should be subject to the same thirty 
per cent. special duty as when imported 
into Kngland. Farmers’ representatives 
urged that the duty should be imposed, 
Mr. R. Cain stating’ that four million 
eggs were imported last year, and, in con- 
sequence, Manx poultry-dealers were get- 
ting a poor price, and could not make a 
living. 

Douglas and other town members urged 
that Manx poultrymen could not meet a 
quarter of the local demand during the 
visiting season, and that the duty would 
handicap boarding-house keepers, who 
already -had fixed their tariffs, besides 
needlessly raising the price to the general 
consumers.

Justice Meredith and Mr. Justice O’Byrne, 
the hearing was continued of the applica- 
tion of Captain Patrick Hughes to have 
made absolute a conditional order of 
habeas corpus and certiorari, 


Captain Hughes was sentenced by the 
Constitution (Special Powers) Tribunal 
to two years’ imprisonment, he having 
been convicted of oe attempted to 
bribe Detective-Officer McNa 
cure confidential documents about Govern- 
ment policy and proposed activities 
against the League of Youth, through the 
medium of a clerk at Police Headquarters., 
The charge was denied by Captain Hughes, 
on whose behalf it was submitted that the 
conviction was void. 

This submission was made on thirteen 
grounds. One of those was that the Con- 
stitution (Amendment No. 17) Act was 
ultra vires, and that, consequently, the 
Constitution (Special Powers) Tribunal 
set up under it had no ‘legal existence, 
jurisdiction or authority. 

Counsel for Captain Hughes, however, 
has already signified that, whilst pre- 
pared to argue this point, he had decided 
to rely on other grounds dealing with 
informalities and irregularities in the 
trial and conviction. He explained that 
he wished to secure the release of Captain 


the argument of constitutional. points to 
a case for hearing next week concerning 
Colonel Ryan and others awaiting trial 
by the Tribunal.

Tribunal made it a permanent part of 
the Constitution, and gave the personne! 
jurisdiction to try, convict and sentence 
persons brought before them charged with 
any of the offences set out in an appendix. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said ‘that if 
seemed to him that that meant that the 
Tribunal had jurisdicticn when a person 


was properly brought before it on a 
charge which . : Tribunal was competent 
to hear. 


The A:torney-General went on to argue 
that the intention of the Act was to give 
the order, conviction and sentence of the 
Tribunal an effect similar to that attach- 
ing to the orders and convictions of the 
Central Criminal Court. 

Mr. Justice O’ Byrne—I think we held 
in the O’ Duffy case that tho ordors cf this 
Tribunal were subject to errtiwrari. An 
order of the Central Crin.imal Court is 
not subject to certiorari, 

The Attorney-General said that the 
High Court in the O’ Duffy case were not 
dealing with iac position after trial. con- 
viction and sentence. The point involved 
in the O’Duffy case was about thy juris- 
diction of the Tribunal to issue’a sum- 
mons directing attendance before them to 
answer certain charges. If he were to be 
told that the effect of the O’ Duffy decision 


was to place the Tribunal in the same 


. position as a macistrate’s ccurt. the argu- 
| ment he 


wis snbmit'ine would not be 


open to him. 
STATUS, 

He thought, however, that he was 
entitled to contend that the article. an 
unprecedented article in the Constitution, 
achieved at least one thing—that it gave 
the Tribunal it set up a certain status at 
least intermediate between that of a 
magistrate’s court and the High Court. 
That submission was not inconsistent. with 
the decision in the O'Duffy ‘case that the 
Tribunal had not full original jurisdic- 
tion. If i; we: correct in that view, the 
Tribunal was a court which had power to 
shape its.own procedure, and virtually 
all the points raised on. behalf of the 
applicant here weré on procedure. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that in the 
Tribunal was an ‘‘ inferior court,’’ and 
that the principles applicable to the de- 
terminations and _ convictions of an 
inferior court applied to the Tnbunal, 
except in so far as it could be shown that 
there was a special statutory exemption 
granting the Tribunal some power not 
possessed by the other courts. 

They had also decided that a summons 
issued by the Tribunal under its 
being the summons of an inferior court, 
must show jurisdictio, on its face. It 
had been argued ty Mr. Costello that, 
just as the summons issued by the 
Tribunal must show jurisdiction on its 
face, so must a conviction by the 
Tribunal. 

It was for the Attorney-General! to show 
that there was some statutory provision 
exempting the Tribunal from that; other- 
wise it seemed to him the order was 
covered by the decision in the O’ Duffy 
case. 

The Attorney-General submitted that it 
was not open to challenge the validity of 
the Tribunal y proceedings such as this. 


PURPOSE. 


The whole Act set up this Tribunal. 
and referred to it for trial persons 
charged with a particular type of offence. 
The officers constituting the Tribunal were 
drawn from the Defence Forces, and it 
seemed to be the intention that they 
should not be embarrased by legal tech- 
nicalities, and, provided it was shown 
that the trial was according! to the course 
of ‘‘ natural justice.’’ there could be no 
way of justifying these proceedings. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that the 
status of the Tribunal had been strongly 
argued in the O’ Duffy case, and the Court 


had held that the Tribunal was an 
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inferior court, and was hedged around by I 


the same legal technicalities as any other 


inferior court. . 

The Attorney-General said that this 
case was different from the|O’ Duffy case, 
inasmuch as they had the history of the 
trial before them.

Costello, that the ‘conviction and sentence 
were void because of ‘‘ambiguity,’’ the 
Attorney-General -said that relief for 
ambiguity had never before been sought 
in the procedure adopted in the present 
case. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne, referring to the 
charges preferred against Captain Hughes, 
said that he would have expected! the con- 
viction to state whether he had been con- 
victed of ‘‘ disclosing ” or of ‘‘ procuring”’ 
confidential information, or of both. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that, where there 
were alternative charges, and where a court 
did not state on which they had convicted, 
an accused person might be in a peculiar 
position,.. ‘The prosecution, for instance, 
might say to him: “You were previously 
convicted of procuring information: you are 
still liable to be tried for disclosing informa- 
tion.” 

Mr. Justice Meredith agreed that, in the 
case of alternative charges, there was a diffi- 
culty if the conviction was not definite. 

The Attorney-General cqntended that in 
respect of ambiguity any remedy was open to 
the accused person, Captain Hughes had all 
the charges before him throughout the trial, 
but neither he nor his ast complained of 
any ambiguity in them, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the Attorney- 
General had claimed that the Tribunal should 
not be embarrassed with legal technicalities. 
Was an accused person, who might, :; :rhaps, 
be undefended, to be hampered with them ? 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that the vicious- 
ness of the form of conviction in this case,

REMEDY. 

The Attorney-General said that, if a con- 
viction of that sort were ever recorded by the 
Central Criminal Court, the remedy would be 
by way of appeal, but not by habeas corpus 
and certieran to quash it, or, failing that, 
by an appeal to the prerogative. 

In the course of references to the conviction 
of Captain Hughes in his absence, the 
Attorney-General submitted that the pro- 
cedure at courtsmartial was more or less 
analogous to the proceaure followed. here.

The swan was a greatly prized bird. in | 


the old days, and only property owners were 
allowed to keep them,” writes R. E. Key, in 
Country Life. ‘‘The swan was marked or 
branded on the bill, and a few manuscript 


copies of the swan marks assigned to families 
in Norfolk and Cambridgeshire are in the 
British Museum, At Oxford in the sixteenth 
century a State dinner was incomplete unless 


a swan was included in the bill of fare. 

‘ The game of swans at Oxford was rented 
upon an engagement to deliver yearly four 
fat swans and to leave six old ones at the 
end.of the term. By the Corporation books 
it appears that in 1557 barley was provided 
for the young birds at 14d. a iat. and 
that tithes were then paid in swans. The 
Dyers and Vintners Corporation had games 
of swans on the Thames. In August. 1841. 
the Queen had 232, the Dyers 100, the Vint- 
vers 100. Formerly, the Vintners had 500. 

“The swan mark of the Vintners is a notch 
or nick,on each side of the mandible, and 
they gre jocularly known as the swans with 
two necks (nicks), a name given to a-tavern 
in London, . On the first Monday in August 
the swan markers of the Crown and the two 
Corporations of the City of London go up 
the river for the purpose of inspecting and 


marking the swans. This is known as 
‘upping. The King formerly had swan- 
herds at several places in the kingdom. In 


the time of Henry “VI stealing swans’ eggs 
was punished by one year's imprisonment

‘TSE decision of Italy to lay down two 

capital ships of 35,000 tons each is 
likely to bulk largely on the naval side of 
the conversations between MM. Barthou 
and Pietri and British Ministers, which 
open in London on Monday. — 

The fact that Italy is devoting the whole 
of her remaining allotted tonnage to two 
vessels occasions little concern in the minds 
of the French (Reuter understands). It 
is pointed out that these vessels will be 
virtually confined in their movements to 
the Mediterranean, and some Frenchmen 
even doubt if they will be of a particularly 
suitable type for use in those waters. 

For Britain, however, the decision of 
Italy te construct capital ships of this 
tonnage would appear to be a more serious

FORMEH POSTAL OFFICIAL 
SENT FOR TRIAL.

THOMASTOWN, Friday. 


At the Thomastown District Court, Mary 
Murphy, Bennettsbridge, a former postal 
official, was charged with the larceny of 
various sums of money entrusted to her for 
deposit in the Post Office Savings’ Bank, 
and with fraudulently converting them to her 
own use, 

The amounts involved in the charges were:

Ellen Roe stated that she went to the Post 
Office at Bennettsbridge and gave the de- 
fendant £75 for deposit in the Post Office 
Savings’ Bank. She got no deposit book or 
receipt that day. Some days later the de- 
fendant showed her a document purporting to 
be a receipt which read, ‘‘ Receipt for £75 
from the his Bank, Dublin,” It was 
agreed that the defendant should keep the 
receipt in her custody. She never asked for 
the money, 

Miss Butler said that she lodged £10 to the 
credit of Bennettsbridgg Boot and Coal Fund 
on December 12th,-19:2. When she got the 
book she noticed that the money she gave 
defendant was dated January 2nd, 1933. 

Thomas Collins, Savings’ Banks Depart- 
ment, Dublin, gave evidence as to having 
examined the books, and said that some 
showed no lodgments, and, except for delay 
in lodgments and non-lodgments of the sum 
of £75, there was nothing wrong with the 
accounts, 

At the conclusion of the evidence Mr. F¥. 
J. McCabe, District Justice; refused infor- 
mations in the case of the two sums, £10 and 
£60, and returned the accused for trial to 
Kilkenny Circuit Court, on -other charges.

HE new Unémployment Assistance 

& Board provided for by the Unemploy- 

ment Act passed by the Northern 

Parliament last month has now been 
appointed. 

Mr. Richard. V. Williams (Belfast) has been 
selected for the position of chairman, and the 
other members are: Mrs. Margaret A. Waring. 
C.B.E., J.P. (Waringstown) ; Sir Basil M'Far. 
land, Bart: (Londonderry), and Mr. Robert 
H. Coulter (Belfast), Mr. John &, Godden, 
O.B.E. (Belfast) will be secretary. 

The Board will begin to function in Novem- 
ber or December next, and will take over the 
duties of the Public Assistance Committees 
and tha Boards of Guardians in so far as 
they relate to able-bodied uremployed. 
Transitional benefit will cease, and those now 
eligible. for transitional benefit will come 
under the new scheme. In addition, those 
who have exhausted their benefit under the 
unemployment scheme will come under the 
supervision of the new Board. All uninsured 
able-bodied persons who are covered by 
health and pension insurance also will come 
within the scope of the Act. These are mainly 
agricultural workers who are at present in the 
health insurance scheme.

sum of £10 to keep the peace for twelve 
months. 
‘They were Thomas Canty,  Killahan, 
Lixnaw, and Maurice Kelleher, Ballinclogher, 
and they were charged under Article 2A of 
the Constitution with having, at Listowel on 
May 18, 1934, failed to give to the Civic 
Guards, upon demand, an account of their 
movements.

TRINITY AGAIN IN A 
HENLEY FINAL. 


A CONVINCING VICTORY 
IN LADIES’ SEMI-FINAL. 


UBLIN UNIVERSITY B.C., .after 
D thirty-one years, are again in the final 
of a Henley event, Yesterday the Hight 
won their semi-final heat in the Ladies’ Plate, 
beating Magdalen College, Oxford, by two 
yee in 6 mins. 59 secs., and it is interest- 
ng to note that among those who were there 
to goh si them on were Sir Charles Barrington, 
a survivor of the crew that last won the 
Ladies’ Plate in the 'seventies, and Mr. M. P, 
Leahy, who was in the winning crew oí the 
Thames Cup, in 1902. 

The Dublin crew struck 10, 20 and 39 in 
the quarter, half, and full minute, and were 
three-parts of a length up at the ‘top of the 
island. At the quarter mile signal there was 
clear water, but Trinity were rowing a higher 
rate of striking. At the barrier, reached in 
2 mins. 2 secs., Trinity were striking 32, to 
Magdalen’s 33, and holding their lead. 
Frawley was veached in ó mins. 25 secs., with 
Trinity still increasing their lead, though 
Magdalen were spurting hard. Trinity had 

& lead of one and a quarter lengths at the 
alle post, where they were striking 32, to 35 
by Magdalen. Along the enclosures Magdalen 
spurted, and Trinity were forced to reply, 
which they did, and drew right away, to win 
as stated. 

The crew rowed well, in what was a difficult 
race, for though they were well ahead from 
the start they had to keep going fairly bard 
all the time; yet, no one knew quite how 
hard. There was, therefore, a certain amount 
of wasted energy, but this is not likely to 
occur to-day, as they will have to go all out 
to beat Jesus College, who are improving 
with every race. i 

MORE RECORDS. 

With perfect weather conditions, it was 

not surprising that more record times were 


returned. In the first event, Leander beat 
Thames R.C. in the second heat of the 
Grand, and, improved by one second their 


record row of the previous day. 

The next record to go was in the Thames 
Cup. First, Westminster gree lowered the best 
time of Corpus Christi, Cambridge, in 1921, 
and equalled by Selwyn College, Cambridge, 
in 1 by seven seconds, but they held the 
distinction a bare ten minutes, as in the 
succeeding heat London R.C. “B” clipped 
a further second off the Bank's time.
